By Widows

Tt’s so lonely,” adds anoth­ 
er. 
“ Doctors load you with tran­ 
quilizers and tell you you’ll Ik* 
all right That doesn’t help ” 
"You’re a fifth wheel Your 
friends are nice but 
You’re 
just alone.” 
These are widows talking, ea­ 
gerly sharing experiences and 
problems, reaching out to help 
others and to be helped 
In only a few minutes of con­ 
versation, it’s apparent one of 
their biggest troubles is loneli­ 
ness 
But these women are 
doing something about that 
loneliness and other problems 
widows face They answered a 
call to be volunteers with Wid­ 
owed Inc., a service organ­ 
ization which aims to help 
people adjust when they lose a 
mate. 
Shirley Wolfer, executive di­ 
rector who lost her husband 19 
months ago, started Widowed. 
Inc., 
in 
Houston 
after dis­ 
covering the organization on a 
trip to Boston A board of di­ 
rectors was formed and a call 
for volunteers brought out more 
than 50 persons at the organ­ 
izational meeting 
Margaret Cox, Addie Gold­ 
man, Margaret Rosenthall and 
Mary K. Wintringham know the 
traumas of being widowed and 
they know one of the greatest 
neeids is someone to talk with 
Listen to them 
“ I have no family here, no 
one, ” says Mrs Cox “ My hus­ 
band and I were in the laundry 
business and we sold it before 
he died I don’t want to go back 
into that. Yet I don’t have any 
experience in anything else” 
“ I ’d never worked before I 
had done volunteer work and 
some of the offices offered me 
jobs I nearly fainted when I 
heard the salary 
It was so 
little,” 
says 
Mrs 
Goldman 
“ Luckily I went into a good 
field, real estate” 
“ A widow often thinks she 
can live a lot more cheaply, but 
the cost of living without your 
husband doesn’t drop in propor­ 
tion to the loss of his income. ” 
says Mrs Rosenthall 
Since finances are a big prob­ 
lem to many widows, one aim 
of Widowed, Inc is to guide 
persons to the proper coun­ 
seling in financial and legal 
matters 
“ I lost some of my crtnlit 
cards because I was honest and 
told the companies my husband 
had died They sent me appli­ 
cations for a new card and 
when they saw I had no job, 
they didn’t give me one.” Mrs 
Wolfer says 
“ You’re 
thrown 
out 
of 
society You can’t go out like 
you used to. You’re a pnsoner 
in your home People tell you 
to take a trip Well whom are 
you going with'^” says Mrs 
Goldman 
“ Go with another widow, ” 
answers Mrs Rosenthall 
“ The real answer is that you 
have to change your lifestyle,” 
says Mrs Goldman
